HEADMASTER'S  MESSAGE 


In  his  excellent  address  at  Prizegiving,  Dr.  Phil 
Gold  reminded  us  that  in  a  world  where  informa- 
tion and  technology  proliferate  at  nearly  exponen- 
tial rates,  we  are  at  risk  of  acquiring  more  and 
more  knowledge  but  less  and  less  wisdom. 

We  need  only  to  look  at  the  turmoil  around  the 
world  today  in  politics  and  the  environment  to  see 
that  information,  outside  a  context  of  values  and 
principles,  is  most  often  destructive. 

This  is  something  for  all  of  us  but  particularly 
for  those  of  us  who  teach  students  daily  to  con- 
sider. We  must  take  the  time  to  reflect  upon  the 
context  in  which  we  present  the  information  we 
give  to  students. 

That  context  must  be  one  founded  upon  integri- 
ty, fairness  and  consideration  because  achieve- 
ment or  mere  acquisition  of  knowledge,  in  the 


absence  of  integrity,  fairness  or  consideration  is 
worthless. 

I  believe  that  Selwyn  House  strives  hard  to  pro- 
vide the  kind  of  educational  environment  where 
information  is  passed  on  in  the  right  context.  It  is 
passed  on  by  teachers  who  believe  as  did  John 
Keats  (not  the  poet)  that  a  child  will  not  learn 
things  worth  learning  from  teachers  who  do  not 
know  things  worth  teaching. 

We  should  all  be  proud  of  the  achievements  of 
the  past  year,  but  more  importantly  we  should  be 
proud  of  the  context  within  which  they  were 
achieved.  Moreover,  we  must  ensure  that,  in  the 
future,  there  are  no  comprises  to  the  information 
and  technological  proliferations  to  come.
